WESTOVER, Mass., Dec. 26— 
(P)—Nine U. S. flyers marooned in 
a frigid Labrador wilderness since 
their B-17 Flying Fortress made a 
forced landing on a frozen lake 
Christmas Eve were taken aboard 
a rescue transport plane late Fri- 
day. 

Word that help had reached the 
airmen 275 miles northwest of the 
Royal Canadian Air Force Field 
at Goose Bay, ~ abrador, was re. 
ported by Canadian search and 
rescue officials at Halifax, N. S 

The Canadians said the flyers 
would be taken to Goose Bay 
aboard the C-54 _ four-engined 
transport. 


Officers at Atlantic 
Headquarters of Air Transport 
Command here said they were 
without immediate confirmation of 
the Canadian report. 

A snowstorm earlier in the day 
had balked a flight from Goose 
Bay to the downed Fortress by a 
skiequipped two-engined C-47 
transport and the seven crew 
members and their two passengers 
had made preparations to spend a 
third night in sub-zero tempera- 
tures.

wood. The men radioed they were 
holding out well and in good 
spirits, considering their plight. 

Darkness sets in about 4:30 p. m. 
(EST) in the wild country where 
their Flying Fortress made a 
forced landing on _  ice-covered 
“Lake Astray’’ Wednesday after 
developing engine trouble on a 
Christmas run with mail and gifts 
for Baffin Bay outposts. 

“Lake Astray” is in a barren 
area covered with 29 inches of 
snow. Temperatures have dropped 
to 18 degrees below zero in the 
last two nights. 

Lt. Col. Emil G. Beaudry, of 
Manchester, N. H., was flown to 
Goose Bay to pilot the C-47 res- 
cue plane, which was rigged with 
rockets to facilitate taking off 
again after a landing near the 
grounded fortress. 

The family of Lt. James Veltri, 
Jr., at New Kensington, Pa., was 
overjoyed when informed by the 
Associated Press that their son 
had been taken aboard the rescue 
plane. Veltri was one of the nine 
men on the stranded ship. 

“This is the best news we have 


——— 


had. It makes our Christmas com- 
plete even though it’s the day after 
Christmas,” Veltri said. “My wife 
will be so glad to hear it. I'm 
going to tell her now.” 

A daughter who came to the 
phone explained that Mrs. Veltri 
had been ill. She added that her 
brother is a veteran of 53 com 
bat missions iff” the European 
Theater in World War Il. In re 
cent months, she added, Lt. Veltri 
has made frequent ATC flights to 
Europe. 

At Louisville, Ohio, Mrs. 
gene A. Thorn declared she was 
“very thankful” to the Associated 
Press for the news that her son 
was rescued. 

Informed that her son, Pvt. Clif- 
ford W. Thorn, a radio operator 
stationed in Greenland, had been 
one of the marooned airmen, Mrs. 
Thorn told a newsman: 

“] thought 1 heard his name on 
a radio broadcast a few minutes 
ago, but I didn’t get all the details 
and I don’t know how he was in- 
volved.

Solons Declare Grain 
Shy of Marshall Plan

Agricultural experts of the 


House Foreign Aid Committee declared Friday the United States can 
not safely ship as much grain ‘under the Marshall Plan as the State 


Department has recommended, 

The statement was made as a 
subcommittee, headed by Rep. An- 
dresen, Republican, Minnesota, be- 
gan a study of Marshall Plan es. 
timates in the light of available 
stocks and export commitments. 

The group also will make a new 
world-wide survey of grain pros 
pects next year. 

The committee’s farm experts 
said a preliminary check on the 
State Department figures indicated 
that allocations for the first three 
months of the Marshall Plan to- 
taling 90 million bushels of grain, 
would push American exports 
above the safety ceiling set by the 
Agriculture Department. 

Secretary of Agriculture Ander. 
son has repeatedly declared that 
he would not approve grain ex: 
ports for the fiscal year ending 
next June 30 of more than 9520 
including 450 mil 
lion bushels of wheat. 

Even before Marshall Plan re- 
quirements were estimated, the 
Agriculture Department, assuming 
an export program. of 520 million 
bushels, had earmarked all but 50 
million bushels for shipment by 
June 30. | 

Included were more than 100 
million bushels for France, Italy 
and Austria as stop-gap relief dur 
ing the next four months and 
grain supplies for the American 
occupied areas in Germany, Ja- 
pan, Korea and elsewhere. 

Instead of working within An- 
derson’s 520-million bushel figure, 
State Department estimators based 
their figures on an export total 
of 570 million bushels 

Though some congressional ex 
perts believe that even Anderson's 
estimates are too high, the State 
Department is proceeding in the 
hope of successful grain conserva- 
tion measures in this country and 
larger crops than other sources 
have calculated. |

NEW YORK, Dec. 26—(#’)—Tur- 
bulent wintry skies dumped a 
25.4-inch avalanche of snow upon 
the great Metropolitan area Friday 
and Friday night, burving it under 
the greatest downfall on record 
and all but payalyzing its lifelines 
of travel, food and services. 

Meanwhile, 16 lives were taken 
in three States by storms. 

The 25.4-inch depth was record- 
e?c by the U. S. Weather Bureau, 
and surpassed a two-day 20.9-inch 
fall of March, 1888. 

The 15 - hour - and - 45-minute 
snowfall was estimated to have 
averaged 1.8 inches an hour Fri- 
The forecast when the storm 
ended was partial clearing and 
partly cloudy and cold Saturday. 

Six persons lost their lives in 
the metropolitan area: five died 
in Connecticut, two in New Jersey, 
two in Pennsylvania and one in 
Massachusetts. 

Rail and bus transportation was 
hard hit and sometimes halted.

FDR Not Big Enough To Run War, 
But Killed Self Trying--Stimson 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26—(UP) 
The late President Roosevelt was 
regarded by his wartime Secretary 
o1 War, Henry L, Stimson, as a 
biilliant but erratic etrategist who 
tried tu keep all the e@trings in his 
uwn hands and personally over- 
iode his top military advisers on 
some of the most important decl- 
sions of World War II, 

That appraisal] of the late Presi- 
dent is given in a biography of 
the war years entitied “On Active 
Service, written by Stimson in 
COllavboration with MceCeorge 
ltundy, of Harvard University, fo: 
publication in book form by 
Liarper & Brothers next April. 

The first of a series of excerpts 
fiom the biography appear in the 
January issue of the Ladies’ Home 
Journal Monday -under the title, 
‘Fime of Peril,” 

Stimson writes enthusiastically 
i FUR’s qualities of leadership, 
and he rates him as the biggest 
individual taetor in the grand al 
lance that led to the destruction 
of the Axis powers. 

But he believes the late Presi- 
dent had “a weakness for snap de- 
cisions’ and a deep confidence in 
his own capabilities that made 
him reluctant to transmit author- 
ity to others. 

“Franklin Roosevelt as a war- 
time international leader proved 
himself as good as one man could 
be—but one man was not enough 
‘oO keep track of so vast an under- 
taking,’ Stimson says. 

“One man couid not do it all,” 
he ndds, “and Franklin Roosevelt 
killed himself trying.” 

lle draws a sharp comparison 
between FDR and his distin- 
guished cousin Theodore, who 
gave Stimson his real start in poli- 
tics. From what he knew of 
both men, Stimson concludes that 


Teddy Roosevelt would have done 


“a better and more clean-cut job” 
than FDR in handling the crisis 
of 1941 when the United States 
was preparing to face the issue of 
var, 

Teddy Roosevelt, he says, would 
have taken direct action to con- 
vince the American people their 
duty was to enter the war against 
the Axis. 

“Franklin Roosevelt was not 
made that way. With unequalled 
political skill@he could pave the 
way for any given specific step, 
but in so doing he was likely to 
tie his own hands for the future.

Stimson and Gen, George CC. Mar 
echall” then U.S. Chief of Statf, 
who cautioned that the undertak 
ing was “risky” and would force 
postponement of the Normandy 
landings—then planned for the 
Summer of 1943. 

Stimson writes that had 
Marshall been President at 
time they would have ruled 
the North African § assault 
stuck to the 1943 schedule for the 
invasion of Northern France, one 
year before it actually took place 

But, he says, FDR and Winston 
Churchill, then British Prime Min 
ister, both leaned toward the Medi- 
terranean operation, The British, 
he says, opposed the plan to. in 
vade France in 1943 and were 
looking for “an @asy wav of end- 
ing the war without a trans-chan 
nel assault,” 

Churchill, Stimson says, feared 
the Channel would be ‘full of 
corpses of defeated allies.” 

The former War Secretary ac- 
knowledges freely that with no 
man did he have shurper differ- 
ences than with Churchill, but he 
holds that the British Premier 
ranked second only to FDR in his 
contribution to the Axis defeat. 

In the China theater, Stimson 
believes that FDR's greatest mis 
take V@R8 failing to put full con 
fidence in the IAte Gen. Joseph 
W. Stilwell, whom Stimson as- 
signed to represent the United 
States in that area. 

Stilwell’s job was to strengthen 
the Chinese armies and bring their 
great potential strength to bear 
against the Japanese, and Stimson 
contends it was the hardest task 
assigned to any American com 
mander. 

“His enemies,” Stimson writes of 
Stilwell, “were of four kinds- 
Japanese, Chinese, British and 
American, 

He says Stilwell’s chief Chinese 
foe was Generalissimo Chiang Kai 
shek, the “autocrat who had 
grown to hate Stilwell even as 
Stilwell had grown to hate him.”

Marshall: “I have never known 
a man who seemed so surely 
breathe the democratic American 
spirit... the finest soldier 1 have 
ever known.” 

Constantine Oumansky, 
Soviet Ambassador to the United 
States: “A rather slick and un- 
scrupulous gentleman, I have been 
told, who used to belong to the 
OGPU—the secret police of Rus. 
sina—and had a rather brutal ree- 
ord,” 

Adm. Francois Darlan, the 
Vichy French commander in North 
Africa: “Had an unsavory record 
... But only Darlan was able to 
swing to the side of the invading 
armies the armed forces and the 
civil administration of Frénch 
North Africa .: . 
the Admiral in his last months did 
distinguished service in fighting 
the war. 

Marshal Henri Petain, 
yprisoned head of Vichy 
“Whatever his efforts of policy 
and whatever his failing from 
eimple senility, Petain ... was an 
honest servant of France.”

PALO ALTO, Calif.. 
——Keith H. McGranahan has 
liquidated the problem of housing 
his family of five by utilizing a 
few tools, a smal! stand of timber 
and a mud bank. 

Thanksgiving dinner was a real 
celebration for the McGranahans 
in their new adobe brick and red- 
wood home, which is almost free 
and clear. 

To the Marine Corps veteran 
who quit being a salesman to build 
it, this house represents:

He has advice, too, for the sev- 
eral hundred people who have 
come to see the five-room struc- 
ture he made with his own hands. 
It's this 

“Don't ever try to build your 
own house unless you want one so 
bad you cafi't stand it. 

“And think wt over a long time 
before you decide you ¢an’'t stand 
a” 

McGranahan. who had driven 
only a few nails in an amateurish 
way before he undertook his full- 
time home building job, applied 
himself with homespun science. 
He went to the best talent avail- 
able for advice—and got it free. 


As he set to work, neighbors be- 
gan worrying about the man with 
the fanatical gleam who was mak- 
ing mud pies in the vacant lot. 


After three months of this, Mc- 
Granahan had 12,000 adobe bricks. 
They were made with the right 

roportion of sand and clay by 
aboratory test, a little straw, 
water and an oil emulsion which 
waterproofs the bricks. 

“If you ever build an adobe 
house,” says Mac, “get a power 
mixer for the mud. I mixed mine 
by hand.” 

Neighbors wondered 
when Mac deserted his pile of 
bricks and disappeared for two 
months. He had gone to the moun- 
tains with an ax. 

There he built a cabin to house 
him and to practice the art of 
construction. He split wood to 
roof his Palo Alto house with red- 
wood shakes and cut the rest of 
the lumber needed for the struc- 
ture and built-in furnishings. He 
hewed out solid redwood doors 
four inches thick. 

He hauled the lumber down in 
@ borrowed truck and began pour- 
ing the reinforced concrete foun- 
dation. With the local building 
code handy for reference, he put 
in the wiring and the plumbing. 

The foot-thick walls were built 
by the amateur mason on steel re- 
inforcement and topped by a con-

NEW YORK, Dec. 26—()—The 
stock market today suffered its 
sharpest average dip since early 
in the month although dealings 
were relatively: slow as 
heaviest snowstorm since the turn 
of the century hit the city and 
caused numerous customers to de- 
sert Wall Street and extend the 
Christmas holiday.

S. census takers 
all over the country descend on 
parks, jails, hotels and ‘flop 
houses’’——anvwhere a traveler or 
homeless person may be found. 


The idea, of course, is to avoid 
counting them twice.

plans for 1950 population 
count. 

The job is to translate about 
150,000,000 Americans into a set 
of statistics as painlessly as pos- 
sible. 

The traditional “Census Day” 
April 1 every 10th year. Within 
one month after that date the 
questioning and counting part of 
the job must be completed. 

The basic purpose is to deter- 
mine how many Representatives in 
Congress and how many Pres 
dential electoral votes each State 
will have. But since the time of 
George Washington Congress has 
dded other chores for the Census 
fSureau to perform. 

The census taker now asks sex, 
ége, wages, occupation, health, 
education and physical and men- 
al handicaps. 

He gathers facts about factories, 
housing, mines, oil wells, churches, 
farms, transportation and 
communication, irrigation and 
drainage, light and power, public 
xpenditures, crime and unemploy 
ment. 

The 150.000 census takers are 
expected to accumulate about 
6.000.000,000 official facts about 
the United States and its people 
—and a vast storehouse of un- 
official comments about human 
nature. The 6,000,000.000 facts 
will keep census statisticians 
busy three years.

Some pioneer census takers 
regarded this as fortunate. Many 
untaxed Indians were living a 
primitive life, unaware that it was 
not polite to lift a census taker’s 
scalp.

The exact scope of the 1950 task 
won't be determined until the 
schedule of questions is prepared. 

The Bureau received 6,000 sug- 
gestions for the 1940 census. These 
finally were boiled down to 30 on 
the main population form, 29 on 
a special housing form and 232 on 
the special farm form. 

Proposed questions ranged from 
a request by cosmetic makers to 
count blonds, brunets and red- 
heads to a suggestion from ceme- 
tery operators to find out how 
many people have burial plots, 
and to a proposal to ask each 
person if he believed in God. 

The first census was taken with- 
in a year after Washington was 
inaugurated President. 

It encountered some resistance 
from people familiar with the 
Bible and the story of Moses’ 
assignment to count the people. 
Because Moses’ count was ac- 
companied by trials and tribula- 
tions for the people, some Amer- 
icans protested. 

By 1880 the census had become 
so complex it took eight years to 
“process” it by hand methods and 
correlate all the statistics.

Among important questions 
answered in 1950 will be: 

Exactly how many babies were 
born in the wartime and postwar 
“boom in babies” when U. S. pop- 
ulation made its greatest annual 
gains?

In 1790 it was locat- 
ed at Baltimore, Md. By 1940 it 
had moved westward to twe 
miles southeast of Carlisle, Ind. 
Because of the great wartime 
Westward movement. experts 
believe it now maybe in Iili- 
nois. 


What has happened to Ameri 
can industries? Did the war help 
to decentralize them or are they 
concentrated more than ever in @ 
comparatively few places” The 
dangers of atomic warfare attach 
unusual importance to such ques 
tions. 

The 1950 census task briefly will 
be this: 

Census takers will visit more 
than 40,000,000 families, 6,000,000 
farms and more than 3,900,006 
business establishments, factories 
and mines. 

Here are the plans for doing the 
job: 

The President’s census proc- 
lamation will be printed in 23 

languages and translated into 
10 additional ones for publica- 
tion in newspapers that reach 
the foreign-tongued as well as 
English-speaking citizens. 


The Census Bureau will increase 
its eight area offices temporarily 
to about 121. The 68 district offices 
will be increased to about 600. 

Area office bosses. will come te 
Washington for a short course of 
instruction and receive training 
films and manuals. They will re 
turn to their areas and set up 
training programs for enumera- 
tors. 

In the meantime Census Bureau 
geographers are knee<cdeep in 
maps, almost 200,000 of them. 

Many of these are aerial maps. 
The geographers say the ideal 
would be an aerial map showing 
not only every farm and house in. 
the nation but every inhabitant 
waving from his window. a, 

As it is, many of the maps 
show individual houses, and a 
rough checkup can be made to 
determine if all the territory 
was covered. 

The ‘Census Bureau has eight 
months from the start of census 
taking, April 1, to report the total 
population to the President. The 
President transmits the figures te 
Congress within one week after 
the opening of the next session. 
Within 15 days Congress must 
notify each state of its apportion—- 
ment.

Turkey Starts Path Toward True Democracy 


ISTANBUL—(UP)—In Turkey, | 


the police still can grab you, slap 
you in jail and hold you as long 
as thev like without telling. you 
why, filing charges or notifying 
your family. 

But the Turkish Parliament is 
about to pass a law stopping those 
tactics. That is. democracy com- 
ing to Turkey, 

Leaving the self-confessed dicta- 
torship of Ataturk, the Turks are 
being fed democracy so fast and in 
such large chunks they are having 
trouble swallowing. But they are 
trving, and they like it. They are 
clamoring for more. 

America’s fighting wartime GIs 
probably never dreamed they were 
having a hand in the matter, but 
most political observers here agree 
that they did. When the Ameri- 
can Army helped knock Hitler’s 
cloud castles apart in Europe, it 
helped bring the Bill of Rights to 
19.000,000 Turks. 

It happened this way: Everyone 
knows that Turkey played footie 
with the Germans during the war. 
When the Nazi swastika was rid- 
ing high it looked as if Turkey 
would aim her guns at the West- 
ern Allies. Germany had the ma- 
terial snd know-how Turkey 
needed, 

But when the high-flying Nazi 
@agie started getting his tail feath- 
ers tangled in radar-directed ack- 
ack, the Turks decided they had 
backed the wrong team. They 
aimed their guns the wrong way. 

There never was any question of 
the Turks going to bed with the 
Russians. The Turks had fought 
too many wars kicking ambitious 
Russian territory-grabbers aff 
their land. It used to be the 
Czars and now it was the com- 
missars. 

“But they still are Russians and 
like them,” say most 


ThatJeft the WestermAdlies, and 
America was top-dog in this camp. 
Turkish political leaders saw what 
was happening in other nations 
in the Russian sphere and decided 
the only way to keep the small 
Turkish nation independent and 
free was to make friends with the 
United States. 

America was a land which took 
her democracy seriously. Turkey, 
with a one-party system, was prac- 
tically a dictatorship. Some of 
her laws still were a hangover 
from the days of the Sultans. 
President Ishmet Inonu ‘decided 
that had to be changed, 

He began June, 1945, by sud- 
denly announcing that from then 
on, all political parties, provided 
they had no foreign connections 
like the Communists, were legal. 
It caught the Turks like a thun- 
derbolt, but in six months they 
had organized the opposition Dem- 
ocratic Party. 

Once the new party was born, 
it grew like a rain-drenched Tex- 
as thistle. Tiny, unknown weekly 
newspapers which backed the new 
party grew almost overnight into 
powerful dailies. Big, powerful 
papers backing the old, one-party 
system began to fade out. The 


Democrats prepared for the next 
general elections scheduled for 
early in 1947 and were sensation- 
ally successful. 

Leaders of the old People’s Re- 
publican Party gasped, although 
they managed to remain in power. 

Almost everyone agreed that the 
President was on the side of the 
young progressives. Fearing the 
possibility of a government upset, 
he made another bid for public 
popularity by startling his nation 
once more. Last August, he an- 
nounced that he was ready to re- 
sign as head of the party and to 
serve his country aS a nonpartisan 
‘president. :

OME Americans put aside their 
° S citizenship as casually as they 
would slip off an old hat. Others 
merely accord it lip service when 
flags are fiying and bands playing. 

Sometimes-—perhaps too often—-it 
is those who haven't got it that treas- 
ure ft the most. 

In these cases, as two fashionable 
young women acknowledged recently, 
riches and social prestige and all the 
grandeur that goes with them are 
but _— substitutes for the riehts and 
privileges of the humblest / merican. 

One of these voung women is Mrs. 
Clara Dwight Colford Doreau, heir- 
ess to a Philadelphia sugar fortune 
and wife of a French journalist. Now 
a French subject, but actually a 
woman without a country, she wants 
above all other things to be an Amer- 
ican citizen again. 

The other gave up a foreign title 
to be one. She is Miss Svivia Sze- 
chenvi, the ex-Countess Sylvia Sze- 
chenyi of Hungary. , 

Mrs. Doreau says her citizen- 
ship was a casualty of the war 
and the Nazi occupation, of 
France. She became a citizen 
of the Vichy government with 
reservations, she says, and has 
always since continued to re- 
gard herself as an Ar erican. 

As this was written, she was 
in this country on a visitor’s 
visa with her three-year-old 
son. She said she would press 
for restoration of her lost cdti- 
zenship, even though a federal 
judge rejected her first appli- 
cation. 

She wants it for the most 
part, she said, for. her son. 

“I remember,” Mrs. Doreau 
said, “when freedom was a word you 
used. You had always lived in free- 
dom and took it for granted. In the 
war I learned what freedom really 
was-——when I didn’t have it. 

“T think that America today is the 
one country that offers freedom. I 
want my boy to live in freedom--and 
I'll make him know how important 
that is. 

“When Ii say I'd rather raise my 
son in America than in Europe I’m 
not thinking of the material advan- 
tages to be found in this country. 
I'm thinking of how much betier a 
man he will be.” 

She said she wants her son to 
have a democratic, the American, 
viewpoint and not be shaped by old 
world customs. 

“In France, after the Americans 
had liberated Paris, I used to watch 
the American soldiers marching 
through. They were so healthy. so 
clean, so fresh. I wanted my. son to 
have the same chance to grow up 
those boys had. 

“It's when you think of those 
things and then realize that your son 
might not have the opportunity to 
benefit from them--it’s then that 
your heart breaks.” 

Mrs; Doreau, for her own part, 
wants to prove she is a good Ameri- 
can, to show her loyalty to her na- 
tive land. Only too well, she said, 
does she know how important it is 
to be able to speak your 
without fear of persecution. 

Mrs. Doreau insists she did not 
give up her American citizenship 
lightly. It was a hard, difficult choice 
between the child she always wanted 
and her country. 

Her own parents were divorced 
Paz 
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when she was a child and her mother 
took her to France. She was 14 when 
her mother died and she returned to 
America to her father. 

She went to school] in this coun- 
try and made her debut in society 
here. Then her father remarried and 
she went to live with her married 
sister in Switzerland. ‘There she met 
Bernard Doreau, a French publisher, 
writer and newspaperman. They 
were married in 1933. 

The marriage*was childless for 
eight years and then, in 1941, Mrs. 
lDoreau knew she was going to have 
the baby she had wanted for so long. 

But the Germans were in 
then and Mrs. Doreau was told that 
she must accept French citizenship. 
The alternative was a concentration 
camp or an escape to America through 
Portugal. Both, she was told, might 
be fatal to her child (which died, iron- 
ically, two days after its birth).

She said the Vichy 
never notified this country of hei 
change in citizenship and not until 
she told a United States consular of- 
ficial in Paris did the State’ Depart- 
ment hear of it.

James P, McGranery fefused even to 
hear her testimony, though he did say 
he might reconsider if her lawyer 
could convince him he should. 

“T can understand a person of weak 
mind shedding his American citizen- 
ship,” ruled the judge, “but God 
knows I hate to think that people 
of intelligence, people of standing’and 
people who know better would deny 
their country just to make it a little 
easier for themselves.

know that American citizenship is a 
very dear thing and is not to be 
treated lightly. 

“It is not something to be shed 
lightly because someone tells you it 
may have some effect on your being 
in a concentration camp.” 

While the judge was considering 
the case of Mrs. Doreau, another fed- 
eral jurist, in Providence, R. 1. was 
conferring American citizenship on 
Countess Szechenyi and 77 others, 

Miss Szechenyi (she prefers to for- 
get the title) is the daughter of 
Gladys M. Vanderbilt and the late 
Count Laszlo Szechenyi, onetime 
Hungarian Minister to the United 
States. 

“I am happy to become an Amer- 
ican citizen,” she said after the eere- 
mony. “I have no regrets whatsoever 
about renouncing my Hungarian title, 
It is sufficient that I have become a 
citizen of my mother’s country. 

“T just decided I woufd rather be 
an American.”

BRANDED s COMMON SCOLDS 


Too Much Yakety-Yak, Agreed the 
Judge, Who Resorted to Ancient Law 


By Phillip Drew 


OR a long time, as three animated 
young women, sisters, have 
walked homeward along the 

stréets of a Pittsburgh suburb after 
their work in a glass factory, or have 
strolliéd around their neighborhood, 
eyes have followed them. Towns- 
people have shaken their heads. 

Helen, Betty and Josephine Znosco, 
the sisters, were always talking, and 
West Natrona, the suburb, never be- 
fore had heard such talk. 

Fifty complaints against them 
were made to the police and 32 infor- 
mations were filed. Helen and Beity 
and Josephine talked on. 

At last, this winter, they are quiet. 

Under a law that came into being 
away back when general customs 
were forming in England, and so be- 
came a general, or common, law, 
they've been convicted as common 
scolds. Modern science was the prose- 
cution’s most dramatic means of prov- 
ing the case against them: Their 
recorded voices, on a phonograph 
disc, clinched their guilt. 

After all the other complaints had 
come to nothing, their next-door 
neighbors made-.one. The sisters had 
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talked to them so meanly. they said, 
that they felt justified in making the 
accusation, which was, in substance: 
“The worst talk I ever heard.” 

In the courtroom, Josephine, 23; 
Betty, 27, and Helen, 35, bowed their 
heads as the prosecution prepared to 
play a record of their voices. 

There had been trouble between 
the sisters and their neighbors, whose 
son, Francis Pastor, Jr., had returned 
from war service. An argument had 
arisen over shrubbery trampled at 
the line between their properties. 

Francis, unknown to the sisters, 
had made a recording of the sisters’ 
scolding. In Common Pleas court 
room a transcription was played. 
There were recordings on two sides 
of the cisc. When the first side had 
been played, Judge G. Malcolm Mc- 
Donald interrupted. The language was 
so abusive and the epithets so un- 
printable that he decided the official 
record could need no more. 

“Shut it off!” he cried. 
heard enough!” 

The sisters began to weep. Helen 
and Josephine said the recorded 
voices weren't theirs. Betty said she 


“We've 


recognized hers only in the milder 
parts. They didn’t count on their own 
father. 

“Sure I know their voices,” he said 
when’ he took the witness stand. 
“They are my daughters’.” 

The young women’s voices were 
not, however, the only ones against 
them. The trial brought into court 
30 townspeople .to bear witness 
against them. Assistant District At- 
torney James Philpotts had more evi- 
dence than he really needed. 

Helen, alone, spoke up for herself: 

“I’m a law-abiding girl. I don't 
want to argue or fight with anyone. 
Up until Francis Pastor came back 
from the Army, our family and the 
Pastors were good friends. He is re- 
sponsible for it all.” ) 

A jury of seven women and five 
men convicted them as common 
scolds, and Judge McDonald _sen- 
tenced Helen and Betty to an indus- 
trial home for 12 months to two years 
and Josephine to three months in jail. 

When the sisters’ attorney pleaded 
that they merely be placed on proba- 
tion, the judge said: 

“That would only mean a recur- 


merely on the weak and whining side, 
they dipped the scolder once; for 
really sizzling talk, they submerged 
the scolder three times. 

In the last. Pennsylvania sentence 
calling for ducking, Nancy Jones, the 
scold, was ordered up for a triple sub- 
mersion in Philadelphia in 1828, The 
State Supreme Court, however, voided 
the sentence, holding that it was con- 
trary to the State Constitution. 

In recent years, in Allegheny 
County, where the Znosco sisters 
were convicted, only six women have 
been proved scolds. Four went to 
jail; two were fined. 

When a man there was similarly 
accused four years ago, he fared bet- 
ter. He was John F. Hamilton, 45, of 
Pittsburgh, and it was alleged that his 
scolding included an insulting remark 
made to his neighbor, Mrs. L._ J. 
Sager, during a spirited discussion 
concerning a dog. He denied the 
charge, and Judge McDonald held 
that the law, as in previous cases, 
applied only to women. 

The judge didn’t approve this dis- 
crimination and recommended enact- 
ment of a state scolding law that 
would apply to men. 

“Our own experience has been that 
men can be just as ornery as women,” 
he said. “However, when one stops 
to consider some of the «shackles 
placed upon women when the com- 
mon law was gradually growing up, 
it is not surprising that under the law 
the offense of being a common scold 
was limited to women.

rence. For the safety of the neigh- 
borhood, they are sentenced.” 

To the _ scolders, it may have 
seemed a long sentence, but it was 
less severe than the one customary 
a couple hundred years ago. 

A public ducking in a pond was 
then the sentence. 

“If convicted,” says Sir William 
Blackstone in his “Commentaries,” 
which still are revered in Jaw offices 
both here and in England, “she (a 
common scold) shall be plunged into 
the water for punishment.” 

It was the custom to nlace 4 scold 
(always a woman, since the law never 
applied to men) ina strange contrap- 
tion. This was called a trebucket and 
consisted of a beam, at one end of 
which was attached a seat or bucket. 
The beam was swung out over water, 
and the bucket, with occupant, was 
thoroughly ducked.

“At that time a woman was in 
many respects the servant or slave of 
her husband and not considered much 
more than a chattel.” 

The judge felt, nevertheless, that 
no one could cite the case of the three 
Znosco sisters as an instance of in- 
justice. They weren’t merely whiny. 
The evidence showed they were 
Shakespeare’s type: “The irksome, 
brawling scold.”’ 

Judge McDonald’s friends say he 
dealt with them fairly, as he always 
did with others. The sisters, as they 
faced him in court, had no inkling 
that for three years he had not been 
well. Two weeks after they were sen- 
tenced, he killed himself with monox- 
ide gas from his car in his closed 
garage. 

One of his friends recalled that a 
few days before he had said: 

“There seems to be nothing but 
worry anywhere.”

HEN the late great August 

Heckscher died a few years 

ago at the age of 92 he left 
millions, a widow and a son by his 
first wife. 

Maurice Heckscher’s inheritance 
did not include his father’s uncanny 
ability to make money, nor the elder 
Heckscher’s love of music. But in 
addition to some of the millions the 
son's inheritance did include one 
thing: his father’s penchant for hav- 
ing trouble with women. 

In the father’s case, it was one 
woman. In the son’s, it is three. 

Back in the late ’20s and early ‘30s 
the elder Heckscher had a number 
of court skirmishes with handsome 
Frieda Hempel, whose voice, trained 
in Germany, where she was born, had 
thrilled Metropolitan Opera lovers. 

During those hectic years, and 
through a half dozen courts, Miss 
Hempel asserted her elderly admirer 
had signed a life contract with her. 

Miss Hempel said that at the elder 
Heckscher's pleading she had agreed 
to resign from the Metropolitan 
Opera Co. and sing for him alone. In 
return he agreed, she said, to pay her 
$48,000 a year. For life. She wanted 
her money. 

Echoes of these suits were still 
reverberating through music circles 
when it became clear that the son 
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was due for troubles of his 


had married Louise Vanderhoef, a 
New York society girl. Within a few 
months they had separated and she 
had moved to Paris. After five years 
she had obtained a Paris divorce. 

Not long afterward, in 1927, the 
younger Heckscher married again. 
This time it was Luella Gear, famous 
actress and ex-wife of Byron Chand 
ler, known then along Broadway as 
the “Millionaire Kid.” 

That marriage also failed, and in 
1933 she went to Reno for a divorce. 

Maurice tried it again, in January, 
1934, this time with a British actress. 
She was Dorothy Bennett, beautiful 
daughter of an English shipping ty- 
coon. But by 1936 she decided she 
had enough and also went to Reno. 

It took almost eight years for 
Maurice Heckscher to get lonesome 
this time. And then what happened? 
Looking around for a mate, he acci- 
dentally ran into Dorothy again and, 
before anyone knew it they rewed., 

Dorothy recently filed suit in New 
York City, asking for a separation 
and $125 weekly alimony, charging 
cruel and inhuman treatment and 
non-support. 

On their wedding night (their sec. 
ond wedding night, that is), Maurice 
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fore she married me in 1944 at 
the age of 60 (his age then; 
Dorothy is 47). In fact, this is 
our second marriage to each 
other. I married her the first 
time in January, 1934, and we 
were subsequently divorced in 
Reno in-March, 1936. Thereafter 
she married another man.” 

It was up to the court to de- 
cide who is right or if one was 
more right than the other. But 
there seems small hope of an- 
other reconciliation, according 
to their friends. 

All of which naturally recalls 
the elder Heckscher’s unhappy 
bargain with Miss Hempel, 

It’s a strange story because

never known in America. 

That was in 1924, and the man in 
question was August Heckscher. 
Merely-on a whim, she. said later, she 
dropped him a pretty little note prais-

Then one day Frieda Hempel ap- 
peared in New York, on contract with 
the Metropolitan Opera House. That's 
when the elder Heckscher remem.- 
bered the note she had written him 
months earlier. 

There is no indication that at the 
time Miss Hempel wrote her “pretty 
little ‘note” she knew she eventuahy 
was to sing in New York or ever meet 
the great patron of music. 

It didn’t take these two music 
lovers long to get acquainted. How- 
ever, the first the public knew of 
their attachment was in 1926 when 
the singer left for Paris, supposedly 
to divorce her husband, William B. 
Kahn, of Chicago. It was then re- 
ported she already was engaged to 
her millionaire patron. Neither denied 
it. . Gossip said he had given her 
jewels valued at $1,000,000. 

Miss Hempel did not divorce her 
husband in Pafis, however, but when 
she returned from abroad she did not 
resume her grand opera career, 

In 1927 she brought suit for 
$1,000,000 against the New Yorker. 
She charged breach of contract. 

It was one of the strangest breaches: 
of contract on record, according to 
her suit. 

Heckscher, she charged, had made 
an oral agreement with her. If she 
would quit her opera and concert 
career and sing only for him, he 
would pay her $48,000 a year for life. 

She agreed, she tearfully informed 
the court. But Heckscher, she said, 
tired of the alleged contract at the 
end of three months and discontinued 
paying her. 

Heckscher immediately denied 
there had been any such agreement.

HE matinee performance on the

As her crew jumped to obey the 
command, the bell rang in the engine 
room and the big paddle-wheel began 
to turn. The Greenland headed out 
into the river and darted directly into 
the path of the drifting showboat. 

There was a bump, and the audi- 
ence, realizing for the first time that 
something was amiss, began to pile 
on deck. First fearfully and then 
with shouted appreciation, the crowds 
along the rail watched as the skilful 
skipper nudged her packet against 
the unwieldy hulk, turned it around 
and pushed it to safety. 

The job required nerve and verve 
as well as coordination but these are 
qualities that Captain Greene has 
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been demonstrating for more than 
half a century.

In addition, she is chairman of the 
board of Greene Lines, Inc., a profit- 
able passenger and freight line which 
her husband founded.

In the city of New York 
alone in 1946, according to Dr. Israel 
Weinstein, former Commissioner of 
the Department of Health, 77 persons 
lost their lives in accidental deaths 
due to sleeping pills. Many others 
narrowly pulled through. One woman 
had an experience which will haunt 
her the rest of her life. 


She was a cultured visitor to New 
York from California, in the city to 
seek rare books. After having a few 
drinks in her hotel room, she took 
several pills which she had received 
on prescription, in order to sleep. 

As the combined action of the 
alcohol and the barbiturate began to 
work, a knock came on the door. She 
opened it. That’s all she recalls. 

She awoke in a hospital room, 
uninjured in any way, but very de- 
pressed. What had happened after 
she admitted the stranger? She: will 
never know. The only clue was that 
a typewriter, radio and several other 
articles were missing. 

Alcohol and barbiturates, the ac- 
tive ingredient in sleeping pills, do not 
mix, medical authorities say. Each 
heightens the effect of the other. A 
person not affected by the customary 
dose of sedatives might, on taking 
that amount after just a small quan 
tity of alcohol, be dangerously af.- 
fected by the combination

The Grim Hand of Death Had 

the Next Move in the Innocent 

Game of Playing Doctor— 

When the Little Girl Fed Sev- 

eral Sleeping Pills to Her 
Brother. 


A Boston couple, returning home 
after an all-night New Year’s Eve 
party, were well under the weather 
from celebrating. ‘The husband com- 
plained of a headache; the wife stag- 
gered into the bathroom for some 
aspirin; got sleeping, pills instead. 

He, too, waS too drunk to notice 
the difference. He downed three or 
four of the pills, then, shortly there. 
after, took another dose. His heart 
couldn’t stand both alcohol and bar- 
biturates. He slumped over dead. 

Persons looking for cheap thrills 
have found that sleeping pills faken 
in combination with beer or whiskey 
cause a feeling of irresponsible ex- 
hilaration, followed by stupor. They 
call this highball a. “Geronimo.” 

By authority of a new law, the city 
of New York recently placed rigid 
control over the prescription and sale 
of barbiturates. Representative Edith 
Nourse Rogers of Massaghusetts has 
introduced a bill in Congress which 
would place these “devil's capsules” 
under national control. 

Dr. G. B. Lal, noted science writer, 
says, “You've to consider the cupid 
ity of some druggists who deliberately 
violate the purpose of the law, to get 
a high price, by selling the sleeping 
pills in hundreds. They are driving 
many a person mad, all over Amer- 
ica. Most druggists in this country 
are honest .and public-spirited, but 
there are also the thieving druggists 
darkening the reputation of their 
calling.” 

In Los Angeles, 14 persons died 
as a result of accidental self-dosage 
with sleeping pills during 1946. In 
Chicago, it was estimated that a ma- 
jority of the 28 accidental deaths due 
to poisoning during 1946 were caused 
by barbiturates. In Boston 16 per- 
sons died as a result of overdoses of 
sleeping pills. Dr. William J. Brick. 
ley, medical examiner, lists one par- 
ticularly pathetic case. 

A young mother left a bottle of 
sleeping pills on a low shelf in the 
bathroom. Her four-year-old daugh- 
ter found them, and started playing 
doctor. She gave several pills to her 
brother, one year younger than she. 

The youngster devoured the pills. 
The mother came home to find her 
little girl in frantic tears, her little 
boy dead. 

* Aimee Semple McPherson, the 
famous California evangelist, was ac- 
customed to taking barbiturates to 
quiet her nerves after the strain of a 
revival service. One night in Oak- 


land she retired to her hotel room. 


They found her «later, dying. 
Sleeping pills were found scattered in 
her bed. No one Knows exactly what 
happened, but those familiar with the 
effects of barbiturateS surmised 
that she took her usual dose, then, 
forgetting it in the hypnotic state 
resulting from the drug, took more. 

In New York, the health depart 
ment files reveal that a physician, 
suffering from stomach cramps, took 
three capsules to enable him to sleep 
The doctor had to he hospitalized as 
a result of his own self-dosage. 

A professor at the University of 
Chicago was found unconscious in his 
bed. His wife called a rescue squad, 
but an hour and a half of desperate 
measures failed to save his life. He 
had been prescribed sleeping pills by 
his doctor, his wife said, and used 
them to combat insomnia. 

A New York: business man, wor 
ried over finances, was given ten pills 
on prescription of his doctor. He 
took one, but noted no immediate re 
lief. He swallowed another, and an 
other, and still another, until all ten 
were gone. He sank into a deep 
coma, but quick action saved his life 

Awaking, he was amazed to find 
himself in a hospital. 

“They weren't marked poison,” he 
protested, “and the doctor gave them 
to me. I thought it was all right.” 
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HE TALL blonde in the ultra-brief one-piece 

suit stepped out of the open-air pool, brushed 

a drifting snowflake from her shoulder and 
pointed to a black speck twisting and turning at 
express speed down the white slope of the nearest 
mountain. 

“That’s Joe,” she said. “I can tell by the way 
he makes his christies.

Almost anything can happen at Sun Valley, 
and practically everything does. Norma Shearer 
went there to obtain ski lessons for her children 
and remained to marry the ski 4nstructor. Darryl 
Zanuck liked his ski teacher so well he made him 
a movie producer. Ernest Hemingway went there 
for a week end, stayed to write “For Whem the 
Bell Tolls,” and is now there writing another novel. 

There's skiing on the Fourth of July and out- 
door swimming races on Christmas. Nature pro- 
vides for the July ski runs but the Yuletide 
swimming requires a little cheating. The two big 
circular pools at Sun Valley contain water that 
has been heated to 90 degrees. Glass fences sur- 
round them, and the heat from the water, plus 
the rays of the bright winter sun, provide com- 
fortable living-room temperature in the midst of 
fields of snow. 

Sun Valley, now an incorporated village where 
you can get the latest fashion creation as easily 
as in Paris, sprang almost full-panoplied from the 
mind of W. Averell Harriman, currently Secretary 
of Commerce. 

In 1935, when he was chairman of the board

of the Union Pacific, Harriman was looking for 
an idea to build prestige for his railroad. On a 
trip through Idaho he inspected a beautiful sun- 
swept valley running east and west and protected 
on the north by high mountains. 

“Not much good for anything,”

the first of winter to the middle of May. 
the sheep have a tough time.” 

Harriman squinted at the shining slopes, some 
steep, some gentile. Down on the valley floor he 
could visualize hotels, shops, swimming pools, 
skating rinks. He could see electrically-operated 
lifts carrying 300 persons an hour up the moun- 
tainsides and he could see them skiing down 
through the powdered snow, laughing, shouting, 
thrilled as only danger can thrill.

Harriman’s vision into reality. Two large hotels 
were built, with cottages and chalets to take care 
of the overflow.

The one on Old ‘Baldy is more than 
two miles long and gives skiers a ferris-wheel sort 
of ride high above breath-taking vistas. 

Today the resort can accommodate between 750 
and 800 guests and it requires about one employe 
for each guest. The wealthy guest can pay $40 a 
day for a suite and sundeck at the main lodge, but

a clerk or stenographer with a little money saved 
for a winter vacation can get by with $75 a week 
for room and meals with ski lessons tor four 
hours a day thrown in.

On a visit 
to the resort before the war, Zanuck tried to learn 
to ski but didn’t progress very rapidly.

PUGILIST in a religious goods 
store may seem as incongru- 
ous as a bull in a china shop, 

but not when the “pug” happens to be 
the fine, upstanding citizen the peo- 
ple of Duluth, Minn., have found Billy 
Petrolle to be. 

The old “Fargo Express,” as Billy 
was known to boxing fans before his 
retirement over a dozen years ago, 
has made a successful transition froin 
the business of dispensing right 
crosses in the prize ring to that of 
selling sacred ones in his holy goods 
shop in Duluth. 

So many fighters wind up tipping 
their hats to fire hydrants and 
acknowledging imaginary applause 
from telegraph poles that when a 
graduate of the profession becomes a 
success in the business world, the case 
is noteworthy. What makes Billy 
Petrolle’s case doubly so is the variety 
of fields in which he has done well. 

First of all, he was a remarkably 
successful prize fighter even though 
he never won a title. 

After that he became a prosperous 
manufacturer in Duluth, where his 
metal goods plant was kept humming 
day and night, filling war orders. 

Through his industry, good char- 
acter and healthy interest in civic 
matters, Billy came to be accepted 
as one of the city’s important citizens.

Billy could handle any 
man his weight in the world with hits 
fists, but skinny Jack Huriey would 
tongue-lash the fighter until he was 
ready to cry. The abuse Hurley fired 
at Petrolle between rounds during his 
boxing career would infuriate a saint. 
But it only served to make Billy mad 
at his opponent, which was the idea. 

In the dressing room after the 
fight, the slim Irishman would feel 
as badly about the names he had 
called Billy in the heat of battle as a 
doting mother would over a heavy- 
handed slap she had administered to 
an unruly child. -But the old Fargo 
Express had a brotherly affection for 
Jack and never had to be told that 
Hurley was just bawling him out for 
his own good. 

Billy lost about 20 fights in his 
career but whether winning or losing, 
he never put up a bad one. The boys 
in the gallery were 100 per cent for 
the old Fargo Express because they 
knew that when he was in there, an 
honest fight was assured 

Some of the greatest battles in the 
new Madison Square Garden were 
those in which Petrolle was one -of 
the participants. And it was Billy 
who helped to start Mike Jacobs on 
his career by agreeing to fight Bar- 
ney Ross under his auspices in the 
Bronx Coliseum. Jacobs’ success in 


this venture encouraged him to in 
vade the New York boxing field as a 
rival to Madison Square Garden. 

It wasn't long before Mike had 
won a complete victory in the war 
and forced the wealthy and powerful! 
(;arden Corporation to lease the Gar- 
den -boxing concession to him. 

Petrolle will always be associated 
in the minds of boxing fans with a 
dirty old Navajo blanket which he 
wore, wrapped around him, as he en- 
tered the ring. It came to be known 
aS his trademark. Billy smiled when 
I recalled the blanket. 

“I gave away-all my fighting 
equipment soon after I quit the ring,” 
he said. “But I held onto that old 
Indian blanket and it’s packed away 
in the best cedar closet in my house.” 

Occasionally, Billy shows up at im- 
portant fights, and renews acquain- 
tance with old friends. At the Zaie- 
(;raziano bout in Chicago last summer 
which his former manager, Jack Hur- 
ley promoted, Billy was asked what 
he thought of modern fighters. 

“The average young fellow today 
doesn’t .work hard enough in the 
gym,” said Billy. “He neglects his 
roadwork, which is almost as im- 
portant as his boxing sessions.” 

But Billy is more interested in 
prayer books than record books these ' 
days, and religious statues concern 
him more than boxing statutes. Peace.

HE man and the woman 
were lying on a sandy strip 
of beach bordering the 
White River, three miles north of Indianapolis. 
Robert Bowman, hunting for his father’s cows 
that morning of Sept. 12, 1868, noticed nothing 
unusual about the couple. A thin column of 
smoke was rising above the woman, but he 
assumed she was smoking a pipe, a_ practice 
not uncommon among the women of some circles 
in that era. | 
The man’s hands were clasped behind his 
head, the woman reclined on her right side. 
her back toward the passing farmboy who kept 
after his cows and minded his own business. 
This spot, known as Cold Spring, with its 
patches of soft grass and white sand, its clumps

of alders and willows, had long been a haunt for 
couples who craved seclusion. 

several hours later the farmboy returned to 
the same section of beach for a swim, and saw 
the man still on his back, his hands behind his 
head. The woman apparently hadn't moved either, 
and that slender column of smoke still swirled 
upward from where she lay. 

The boy moved a step closer, calling out tim- 
orously, “Hi, there! Anything wrong?’ 

Then suddenly he knew the reason for their 
immobility. They were dead. 

Though the man lay in an attitude of repose, 
hands behind his head, feet crossed on the sand, 
the top of his skull had been blown off. Smolder- 
ing flames had eaten through the woman's hoop- 
skirt and underclothing, and her body was 
scorched and charred. 


WENTY feet away, a hat and vest hung from 

a willow tree. And near the river’s edge lay a 
rusty double-barreled shotgun. 

Coroner G. W. Allred and other officials iden- 
tified the victims as Jacob A. Young, an Indian- 
apolis business man, and his wife Nancy. 

Young had worked for the hardware firm of 
Dorsay & Layman, had been an agent in the 
Indianapolis area for several farm implement 
concerns, and was financially interested in a mill 
being built on the outskirts of Indianapolis. 

Dr. Allred estimated that the couple had been 
dead about 16 hours, Young was killed with a 
shotgun. His wife died from a pistol wound. 
Both were shot from behind, and the impact of 
the shotgun blast was powerful enough to spin 
Young half around, so that he had fallen with 
crossed legs. 

The investigators found no pistol, but they 
did find the footprints of a woman’s gaiters in 
the sand near the bodies and at the foot of a tree 
where Young’s coat lay. 


It was deduced that Young was shot by some 
one concealed in a clump of alders about 2 
feet away from him, and that Mrs. Young was 
shot at such close range that the flash set fire 
to the ruffles about her neck. 

The gaiter tracks led from Young’s coat 
toward a near-by road, where the person wearing 
the gaiters apparently had stepped into a buggy, 
for there were hoofprints and wheel tracks in the 
clayey ground. 

The horse had worn “interfering shoes” on its 
front feet. 

This rarely-used type of shoe was designed 
for horses that strike the inside of one or more 
legs with another while walking or running. The 
iron on the inner side of the shoe is trimmed 
so that the relatively soft hook, projecting be. 
yond it, hits the leg. 

The police started a manhunt for the owners 
of a pair.of gaiters, a horse with the interfering 
shoes, and a rusty shotgun. 

Two children gave information which _ indi- 
cated that they may have been the last to see 
Mr. and Mrs. Young alive. They were playing 
on the beach, they said, when they saw two 
women and a man walking upstream toward the 
spot where the bodies were found. 

Mary Belle Young, a niece of the Youngs, said 
her aunt and uncle left home in their carriage 
shortly after dinner, and that during dinner she 
saw “a great roll of bills sticking out of Uncle 
Jake’s pocket.” 

Jacob Young, the police soon learned, was in 
the habit of carrying such wads. 

George Thudium, a clerk at the Indianapolis 
National Bank, told the authorities that, on the 
day before the double murder, Young had pro- 
duced a roll at the bank as he exchanged two 
$500 bills for a $1,000 bill. This seemed to have 
been a sort of hobby with the man. 

“Just the other day,” said Thudium, “I heard

he got two $1,000 notes at the Citizens Bank, then 
went down the street and deposited them at Har- 
rison’s Bank. An hour later he withdrew the same 
notes from Harrison’s and took them back to the 
Citizens. A queer kind of business, if you ask me.” 

“What's your theory?” asked Special Investi- 
gator John Duncan. 


‘i ELL, as you probably know,” Thudium re- 

plied, “Young came to Indianapolis virtu- 
ally penniless, and it’s only lately that he has 
attained a position that permits him to deal in 
thousands of dollars at a stroke. I suspect he 
was connected with something shady, such as 
counterfeiting.” 

Young apparently had been carrying a sizable 
sum of money on the day of his death, and this 
money had disappeared. The fact that the wearer 
of the gaiters made a bee-line for Young’s coat 
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indicated that this person knew that the bundle 
of currency was, there. 

Several acquaintances reported that they heard 
Young mention that he intended to “move to the 
country.” This might mean nothing, but it was 
something to look into. 

If he had been connected with some criminal 
band, he might have decided to end this asso- 
ciation by removing himself from the region. And, 
the gang might have felt it prudent to rub him 
out. 

But what about the woman with the gaiters? 
Was she a decoy? Had she made a date to meet 
Young at secluded Cold Spring, only to find that 
he had brought his wife along as a¥,sort of 
chaperone? 

“I feel sure,” Investigator Duncan told news- 
papermen, “that this was a plot with some 
complicated ramifications. We are checking up 
on Young's financial transactions, and the people 
he did business with.” 


HIS checkup showed that Young was involved 

with three other persons in a deal] that seemed 

to require the rapid and frequent shifting of large 
amounts of money. These persons were: 

William J. Abrams, a money lender, who had 
been on intimate terms with the. Youngs for 
several years; Dr. William N. Dyzan, a promi- 
nent physician; and Mrs. Nancy E. Clem, wife 
of a grocer. 

The bewildered investigators, studving four 
parallel accounts, found that Dr. Duzan would 
lend several thousand dollars from his account 
and that-—on the same day-——the identical amount 
would appear in the account of one of the other 
three. 

This business of four persons continuously 
borrowing and repaying money seemed to make 
no sense, but John Duncan felt that if did. 

In trying to solve this riddle, the investigators 
discovered that, at the. time of. his death, Jacob 
Young was not rich, but bankrupt. He owed the 
Indiana National Bank $12,000; the First National 
Bank of Indianapolis $15,000; Dorsay of the hard- 
ware firm $14,343; and a friend, Arthur Wright, 
$2,000, Total: $43,543. 

“It looks to me,” said Duncan, “as if the four 
account switchers, by their rapid loans and bor- 
rowing, were building up a reputation for good 
credit. I believe that Young accumulated more 
than $40,000 in this manner and intended to dis- 
appear with it.” 

Dr. Duzan, an old friend of the Clems, said 
he had lent money into the group only because 
he had trusted the others. There was evidence 


that the other alleged conspirators plannéd to 
effect a final big loan from him, and then leave 
for parts unknown. 

“Considering the funds involved,” Duncan re- 
ported, “and the number of people who were atl 
one time or another lending money to Young, 
Abrams and Mrs. Clem, the final series of big 
loans into the ring would have cleaned out a good 
part of the ready cash of the city of Indianapolis.” 

A checkup of Abrams revealed he had bought 
the shotgun found at the scene of the murders 
from a pawnbroker named Joseph Solomons. 

“IT remember this sale,” said the pawnbroker, 
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“because when I asked $10 for the gun, the cus- 
tomer paid without an argument, although that 
rusty old gun wasn’t worth anywhere near $10.” 

The sale was made on the morning of the 
murders. 

Nettie Stevens, who ran a junk shop in the 
lower end of town, said that Abrams had priced 
guns in her establishment the same day, and had 
turned down several bargains in rifles, saying 
that he wanted a shotgun. 

John M. Patterson, a salesman in the employ 
of Cady’s shoe emporium, swore that he had sold 
Mrs. Clem a new pair of gaiters only a week 
before the crime. 

Having assembled all this information, John 
Duncan now decided to bear down on Abrams 
and Mrs. Clem, a short, rather comely woman 
with thin lips and piercing eyes. 

(A contemporary observer had. this %o say 
about her eyes: “They were large, gray and full 
of intelligence, but surrounded with a dark ring 
...turning upwards so as to reveal the white of 
the lower ball and conceal a part of the pupil, 
they gave her a dangerous look.’’) 

Abrams said his financial transactions were 


his own business and refused to explain them. 


“I know my rights and I intend to stand by 
them,” he told police officers, newspapermen and 
acquaintances. “I do not have to explain any of 
my actions.: If the authoritieS wish to charge 
me with an offense of some kind, let them go 
about it in a proper, legal manner.” 

Mrs. Clem took the same View, treating her 
questioners with what amounted to complete 
disdain. 

Told that the shoe salesman had reported sell 
ing her a pair of gaiters within a few days of the 
murders, she retorted, “I challenge you to tind 
them!" 

That, however, proved impossible, (At the 
time of her arrest she was wearing a pair deti 
nitely in need of replacement.) She watched the 
systematic ransacking of her home with an aii 
of detachment, as though she were an involunia 4 
spectator at a poorly planned and executed play. 

The search for the horse with the interfering 
shoes ended at the blacksmith shop of John ‘4. 
Smith. There an employe, Thomas Mansfield, said 
that he had removed a pair of interfering shoes 
from a horse which had been rented on the day 
of the crime to one Silas K. Hartman who was 
Nancy Clem’s brother. 

The shoes. which Mansfield said he had re- 
moved two days after the killings fitted per- 
fert*y to plaster casts of the tracks found at 
the seene, 

Hartman, an unem- 
ployed carpenter, took 
a sort of airy view 
of the whole business. 
“I knew Abrams, but 
only slightly,’ he said. 
“IT met him here and 
there at saloons in 
town.” 

He denied knowing 
anything. about the 
murders, but severas! 
witnesses assericd 
they had seen him 
headed toward the 
noth end of town on 
the afternoon of the 
cvime, driving the 
rented buggy. 

Others said they ‘iad 
seen him "arid tys 
ter dashing back ‘nto 
the city that evening. 
They said the horse 
seemed “dangerously 
lathered up.” 

“T charge Abrams, 
Mrs. Clem and [iart- 
man with equal com- 
mlicity in this crime,” 
John Duncan  an- 
nounced, “Abrams 
bought the gun and, 
in my belief, gave it 
to Hartman. I believe 
that Mrs. Clem. de 
coyed Young, or Young 
and his wife, to Cold 

Spring. 

“T believe that. Hartman lay in ambush in the 
alder bushes and shot Young when his back was 
turned, and I believe that Nancy Clem shot 
Mrs. Young.” 

The three suspects were indicted by a special 
grand jury on Oct. 10, 1868. 

Separate trials having been granted, Mrs. Clem 
went on trial before Judge George H. Chapman 
and a jury on” Dec. 1. The opening session 
proved tempestuous, although the point at Issue 
had little to do with the guilt or innocence of 
Nancy Clem. 


The defense moved that newspapers be pro- 
hibited from publishing reports of the proceedings 
on the ground :-that the reports might prevent 
the impartial selection of jurors from the later 
trials. Judge Chapman granted the motion anly 
to discover, on the third day, that the whole 
country was. reading verbatim testimony. 

The. judge fined the reporters $25 each, and 
summoned their editors into court on contempt 
charges. The editors brought lawyers with them, 
and from then on the press of the nation carried 
full reports from the courtroom in Indianapolis. 


HE case went to the jury on Dec. 22 after the 

prosecution had called 130 witnesses and the de- 
fense 115. Result. a disagreement. 

\Irs. Clem’s second trial ended on March 1, 
1869, and this time the jury agreed on a verdict 
which brought a sentence of life imprisonment. 

Pending her appeal, Mrs. Clem remained tn 
Marion county jad, where her fellow defendants 
occupied an adjoining cell. 

On March 19; “1869, the newspapers reported 
that Hiartman had made a confession, which one 
newspaper called am “obviously cooked-up affair 
with the intention of throwing the wickedest por- 
tion of thé crime on fuiltless persons and throw- 
ing the authorities otf the scent.” 

laartman’s statement alleged that a certain 
Mrs. Frankie Clark; proprietress of a disorderly 
house in the levee section of town, had been the 
womin Who had been seen with Mr. and Mrs. 
Young ut Cold Spring. He said that his only part 
in the affair had been to meet Mrs. Clark and 
return her to town in the hired carriage. 

The confession admitted that Abrams had 
bouriit the shoigun, but-insisted that the slayer of 
Young had been one William Fiscus. 

haciwman also named Dersay, the hardware 
nit, as a member of the murder conspiracy, but 
the authorities didn’t even bother to question 
either Fiscus or Dorsay. , 

(on the day the “confession” appeared in the 
newspapers, Abrams read the whole thing aloud, 
Slowly and accusingly, to his cellmate, Hartman. 

\Vhat else might have passed between the two 
men did not beeome known; but at about mid- 
night Hartman draped a bedsheet across the cell 
to conceal himself from Abrams, and carried on 
a long conversation with-Myvs. Clem. 

They talked for more than an hour through 
a small hole dug in the wall—-but only Mrs. 
Clem lived to know about. 

Soon after daybreak, shouts from Abrams 
roused the whole jail, for he had discovered the 
said) Hartman dead, with his throat cut. Five 
deep wounds, inflicted with an old razor which 
lay in Hartman’s right hand, had severed the 
carotid arteries and jugular vein. 

Abrams was found guilty of complicity in the 
killing of Jacob and Nancy Young and was sen- 
tenced to prison for life. 

Mrs. Clem won a new trial and a change of 
venue to Lebanon in adjoining Boone county. 
This trial ended in another jury deadlock. 

At her fourth trial she was convicted, sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment, but won on appeal. 

“liow much longer are they going to keep 
this up?” the annoyed woman asked newspaper 
callers. ‘““They can try me until I die, but they'll 
never get anywhere. I guess I must be too tough.” 

This did not seem to be an over-statement; 
she simply tired ‘em out—-at least financially. 

She had already cost the state a pretty penny; 
it was now discovered or decided—-that no more 
funds were available for another trial. 

Accordingly the authorities went through the 
motions of returning the case to Marion county, 
where it had originated, and soon Nancy Clein 
strode out of jail a free woman. 

The net effect on Lifer Abrams was to advance 
the simple argument that, since Nancy had been 
released, he should be, too. 


A> TIME passed, he won support in his fight, 
although nothing had developed to mitigate 
his case. 

People resented the fact that the erstwhile 
loan shark had to stay behind those cruel, con- 
fining bars while Mrs. Clem, for want of a bit 
of ‘money to prosecute her, moved about free as 
the Indiana air. 

Finally public pressure became so insistent 
that (;overnor Williams pardoned him in 1878.

Nobody knew what happened to that bun- 
dle of money Young had been carrying during 
his last hours. 

In her later years, Mrs. Clem traveled about 
the countryside selling patent medicine. 

She died, in bed and with gaiters off, in 1879.
